1 0 of claim 21 , and in line 1 9 of claim 21 , and in lines 9-1 0 of claim 22, and in line 1 8 of 
claim 22, and in line 1 3 of claim 30, and in lines 23-24 of claim 30. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The claims require amplification of a wheat AHASL gene with primers comprising 
the sequences set forth in SEQ ID NOs: 2, 3, 4, and 7. The prior art does not teach or 
suggest primers comprising the sequences as recited in the claims for amplification of a 
wheat AHASL gene, as discussed in the Office Action of 1 1/21/2007 on page 14 and in 
the Office Action of 03/16/2006 on pages 14-15.
